COFFEE DWARFS CHILDREN
PHYSICALLY.MENTALLY
Prominent School Workers Assert

Coffee Drinking School Children
are . Underslie, .Underweight
and Backward In Studies.

The State Board of Health of Texas
has been making inquiries Into the
effects of coffee upon school children.
"Children who drink coffee for break¬
fast," says one report "come to school
exhilarated, they work strenuously in
the morning, and are overflowing with
energy and vitality. BUT THEY DO
NOT LAST under the school routine;
they become fatigued more quickly
than the other pupils, and by the close
of school In the afternoon they are
exhausted to the' point . of stupidity.
They are nervous and therefor) un¬
stable in their deportment"

It has elso been found by other In¬
vestigators that "children who drank
coffee averaged from one and one-half
to more than four pounds less in
weight, and from one-half Inch to
more than one inch less in height,
than the children who abstained from
coffee. They were also found to have
an average of three pounds less tit
hand strehgth than the children who
never drank coffee."

written by one person at one time,

When so ap¬
proached, Rabbi Silver declared, one
will no longer impugn the supreme
religious and ethical value of the
Bible.; because, the fact that many
of Its historical and scientific obser¬
vations do not agree with modAn
knowledge does not in the least mil¬
itate against its great fundamental
religious and ethical truths and
Ideals with which its seers were pri¬
marily interested; moreover, such a
correct approach will obviate the su¬
perfluous hairsplitting attempts at
the so-called harmonizations of the
Bible and science. When so ap¬
proached the Bible will be cherished
and honored as the greatest reltg-
ious and moral treasure of present
and future humanity. .

practicable. He then went to the
manager of the Sedalla line, whose
office he waB asked to leave when his
project became known.

Nothing'daunted, McCoy went out
on the line of the Union Pacific, then
gearing completion, and selected Abi¬
lene as the northern terminus of the
long trail he "Selected to" establish:
The railroad refusing to act, he built
stockyards capable of holding 3,000head of cattle and erected such crude
bulldingB as he thought . would be
needed. '

At the head of a party of survey-]ors, he proceeded to lay out and markthe trail, leading south from Abilene]across the prairies of Kansas, thethen Indian Territory, the TexasPanhandle and into the center of thatstate.a distance of nearly 1,000miles. On the cattle plains, he andhis agents rode from ranch to ranchIn an effort to induce the owners to
try the experiment of sending theirherds north. During 1867 the firstof the great migrations took place,35,000 head reaching Abilene and be¬ing shipped thence to the easternmarkets. McCoy's compensation
came from a small commission, which-the railroad finally agreed to allowhim on each car of cattle shipped,an arrangement which endured but ashort time.
